The 600 Soviet infantry troops 
which had been stationed in Liushvfang ‘eparted for Dairen on 10 November 1947. 


There are approximtely 2,300. Soviet ariillory troops in Wangehiatientzu (121-09, 
38-50). They are equipped with -t:onty-one extra-heavy artillery pieces and 
forty-two heavy artillery pleces., All exrtillery pieces are drawn by vehicles, 


The Soviet artillery regiment originally stationed southwest of Chouchiatun 
(121 23, 36-55, 121-35, 36-58 or 121-42, 39-07 undetermined) moved into a newly 
constructed barracks at Yutashan (121-23, 39-02) on 7 November 1947. ‘There are 
1,600 troops in this regiment. 


Approximately 1,540 Soviet infantry trceops landed at, the Port Arthur West Harbor 
on 14, November 1947 (see paragraphs 15, 19 and 20). These troops are now stationed 
at the Kuochiakou (121-20, 36-50) Arserul which is cast of Hsiaokushan (121-18, 38-50). 


On 6 November 1947, 600 Sovict infantry troops stationed at Hsiaopanchiatun 
(121-10, 3652) boarded a special train of seven carg for Dairen,
